Government Is to Take Over Indians4 
Public Property. 
Washington, Feb. 21.—The senate 
committee on Indian affairs today in­ 
serted a clause in the Indian bill au­ 
thorizing the secretary of the inter­ 
ior to take possession of a1! school 
buildings, council houses and other 
public property, of the Indians of the 
live Civilized Tribes and dispose of 
them. This is the last move 
toward 
breaking up the* tribal governments in 
the old Indian Territory 
Tho council houses .school houses 
and other public buildings belong ab­ 
solutely to the Indians, but with their 
governments and school system abol­ 
ished they will have no further use for 
them. The council houses can be used 
as court houses and the school houses 
can be used for schools under the new 
state school system now being orga­ 
nized. 
Secretary Garfield will give tile state 
the preference on school houses and 
the counties the preference on the 
council houses. The property win be 
appraised firs*. Then if the state and 
county governments do not buy the 
property the secretary will put it up 
at auction and sell it to the highest 
bidders. 
The Indian committee also increased 
the appropriation for school purposes 
to $300,000 for the coming year, but 
served notice that this was the last 
money the government would put up 
for schools. 
It must be spent under 
the direction of Superintendent of In­ 
dian School Benedict at Muskogee.

Government IB to Take Over Indiana' 


Public Property. 


Washington, Feb. 21.—The 
senate 


committee on Indian affairs today in- 
serted a clause in the Indian bill au- 
thorizing the secretary ot the inter 
ior to take possession of all school 
buildings, council houses and other 
public property, of the Indians of the 
Five Civilized Tribes and dispose 
them. This is the last move toward 
breaking up thr tribal governments in 
the olfl Indian Territory. 


The council houses .school houaes 


and other public buildings belong ab- 
solutely to the Indians, but with their 
governments and school system abol- 
ished they will have no further IIHC for 
them. The council housos can be used 
as court houses and the school houses 
can be used for schools under the new 
state school system now being orga- 
nized. 


Secretary Garfleld will give the state 


the preference on school houses and 
the counties the preference on the 
council houses. The property will be 
appraised first. Then if the state and 
county governments do not buy the 
property thei secretary will put it up 
at auction and sell it to the highest 
bidders. 


The Indian committee also increased 


the appropriation for school purposes 
to $300,000 for the coming year, but 
served notice that this was the last 
money the government would put up 
for schools. It muet be spent under 
the direction of Superintendent of In- 
dian School Benedict at Musfcogee.
